DETAILED ACTION 

This action is in response to amendments filed on November 24, 2008. 



Claims 1-23 are allowed. 

The following is an examiner's statement of reasons for allowance: 
Independent claim 1 recites limitations that restrict the cooling medium in both 
cooling chambers to be the same and restricts the chambers to an orientation that 
locates the first cooling chamber between the medium passage, which is inside the 
second cooling chamber, and the compression chamber. These are non-obvious 
modifications of the prior art as cited in the prior rejections and of the closest related 
prior art of Kollberg et al., US 2,150,122, respectively. Unlike Laskey, the present 
invention uses a single cooling medium and arranges the cooling chambers to minimize 
heat transmission from the discharged gas to the chamber cooling the compression 
chamber. While Kollberg teaches the same cooling medium for both chambers, it fails 
to anticipate the heat restraining teaching of the present invention by placing the 
chambers in the inventive orientation.
